“Ss in the presence of the presi- 
ident of the United States, whom we honor 
'for what he is and for what he represents, 
‘we all unite in acknowledging his sinceri- 
‘ty of purpose, his wisdom and the high 
| patriotism which, by day and by night, 
has guided him in difficult situations and 

amexpegted emergencies. I know of no 
duty which can rest more solemnly upon 
‘the American people than that of sustain- 
‘ing and strengthening him in the great 
' responsibilities he is bearing so bravely 
and so well. 

“Statesmanship does not require absolute 
foreknowledge, but it does require the rare 
ability to meet conditions as they arise. 
When Dewey sailed into the bay he re- 
adjusted in an hour the policies and aims 
of a century. He changed the balance 
and equilibrium of nations, and served 
notice with every shot he fired, that hence- 
forth the United States must be counted. 
We have entered new fields, as advancing 
nations always do; we have assumed new 
duties, as living nations always must. It 
may, indeed, be true that our fathers did 
not write out on parchment what must 


be done if, by the fortunes of war, our | 


flag should be carried to islands and seas 
remote. But, geritlemen, the flag cannot 
come down. The institutions and the pol- 
ity of a free republic are equal to new 
conditions, or they are worthless. A na- 
tion that cannot keep pace with what its 
own arms have accomplished, is already 
catalogued with the incapable and the 
Gegenerate. The new union, which war 
has welded more firmly together, summons 
us and leads us forward. It does not In- 
vite responsibilities, nor shrink from them. 
History has been busy in these last event- 
ful months, interfusing all the elements 
of our national! life, that the parts 
forget that they are parts and remember 
only, an indissoluble, indivisible, inde- 
structible union.’

Young's speech was advanced on the list, 
as he had to leave the city before mid- 
night. He said: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen—In order 
that you may have a comprehensive un- 
derstanding of my views on this subject, I 
deem it proper to give you a short biograph- 
ical sketch of my military history. 

“In April, 1861, I enlisted as a private in 
the Twelfth Pennsylvania infantry volun- 
teers. I served in that capacity for three 
months, h&ving enlisted for the three 
months’ service, under the president’s call 
for volunteers. Having been mustered out 
at the termination of that enlistment, I 
raised a troop of volunteer cavalry, and 
Was mustered in as captain with the troop 
in September, 1861. This was the Fourth 
Pennsylvania cavalry, in which I served 
througih the war of ‘61-65, having been pro- 
moted to vacancies caused by casualties in 
regular gradation to colone!] of the regi- 
ment, by virtue of seniority, to -ommand of 
the cavalry brigade to which that regiment 
belonged. Thus you will see that I am lit- 
erally and truly a volunteer soldier. Im- 
mediately after the close of the war, .on 
the re-organization of the regular army, I 
was commissioned in the regular establish- 
ment. The duties devolving upon the regu- 
lar army after the war was 
main work on the plains against  hos- 
tile Indians. Finally on the suppression of 
the rebellious tribe, the army was concen- 
trated as much as possible at the larger 
posts on the western frontier, and a system 
of instruction was inaugurated, consisting 
of schools for enlisted men, lyceums for 
officers, supplemented by schools called 
‘artillery, cavairy and cavalry and infantry’ 
schools, namely: Fort Monroe for the ar- 
tillery; Fort Riley, for the cavalry; Fort 
Leavenworth, for the cavalry and infantry. 
The object of these schools was to prepare 
our officers for the duties pertaining to 
their profession, in a manner that would do 
credit to the government which we serve, 
to the patriotism of our country, and carry 
us abreast of the nations of the world in 
our profession of arms, as we stand and 
have ever stood in all other professions of 
life. I wish to convey to you by these 
remarks that the duty of a soldier is a 
profession equal to any other profession of 
civilized man. There ts no profession that 
I know of that requires stricter attention, 
harder study, more carefui, research than 
the profession of arms. To revert to our 
toast, we often {hear such a remarkK as ‘our 
citizen soldiers.’ Indeed we have heard at 
the time of our war with 
Spain, which is ncw happily’ con- 
ciuded, that the state guards were suf- 
ficent without any volunteer enlistment to 
settle our war with Spain. Without going 
into the merits of this question, which I 
have reserved for an argument to the sec- 
retary of war, we will assume—in fact, we 
did assume—that they were not suflicient. 

“A call was made by our president for 
volunteers, Unfortunately, and, my friends, 
Il speak advisedly, unfortunately we ac- 
cepted and mustered in the United Staies 
service regiments and officers in their en- 
tirety from these state guards. This was 
@ mistake; but as I said before, this per- 
taing to a subject of which our worthy sec- 
retary of war will read from me an official 
communication. In addition to these reg'- 
ments accepted from the states, otner reg- 
iments were organized from the material 
of which the best soldiers that the world 
ever saw were molded. Without going 
farther, or making criticisms as to ‘the 
manner of raising our volunteers, we will 
assume a volunteer army of 200,000 men, 
hurriedly enlisted, hurriedly equipped, hur- 
riedly transported to different encamp- 
ments, with uneducated officers, although 
full of patriotism, full of energy, anxious 
to take the field and try their strength 
egainst the enemy, reported for duty with 
political influence urging them to be given 
preference when troOps were sent to the 
front. As for me, after thirty-seven years’ 
service, having gradually ciimbed the stairs 
of promotion to a colonel of cavalry, I 
found myself as a brigadier general of vol- 
unteers by commission, assigned to com- 
mand@ a brigade of cavalry, consisting of 
two regiments of regular cavalry and one 
regiment of volunteer cavalry, Known 
throughout the country as the Rough Rid- 
ers. In preparation for the campaign 
which ended in the capture of Santiago and 
the Spanish forces in that province, my 
brigade was sent to Lakeland, Fla. The 
Rough Riders did not Join me there, but 
were encamped at Tampa, thirty miles dis- 
tant. The Seventy-first New York and the 
Second Massachusetts were sent to Lake- 
land and assigned temporarily to my 
brigade. Colonel Green, now a major gen- 
eral of volunteers, was in command of the 
Seventy-first New York. Colonel Clark 
commanded the Second Magsachusetts 
These regiments were under my command 
but a short time. The personnel was mag- 
nificent. The conduct of the men deserved 
my highest commendation. Upon riding 
through their camps a day or two after 
their arrival, I was astonished to find sur- 
rounding their camp a chain of sentinels 
which looked to me to consist of a sufficient 
number of guards to have a4 sentinel every 


twenty yards. I inquired of the command- 
ing Officers if this large detai] for guard 
duty Was simply for instruction, and was 
surprised to find that in their judgment it 
was considered a necessity to keep their 
men in camp. Now, in cuutrast with this, 
the two regiments of regular cavairy in my 
brigade had no sentineis preventing men 
from leaving camp. The regular army was 
so trained that men were put on their 
hunor in regard. to leaving camp without 
permission ‘ine regulations were SO ex- 
plicitly steied and read to them and posted 
in their parracKs that they understoud the 
penaities attached to a disregard of them. 
My experience with those two volunteer 
regiments convinced me that it took time 
and patience, watchfulness and continual 
thought to train men to a correct under- 
standing of the obligations they were un- 
der to the government to obey all orders and 
regulations. so that it became a second 
nature to a man to give heed to these 
thoughts, precisely as he would in the reg- 
ulations of his own family. In looking at 
the volunteers and considering them as sol- 
diers the fact is lost sight of that they 
have not received a professional education. 
We are too quick to condemn; we are slow 
to remember that these patriotic men, 
taken from the very walks of life, cannot 
within a week, a month, aye, less than a 
year, be educated to the point where these 
obligations to them are paramount. 

“I dwell more particularly on the two 
volunteer regiments—-Seventy-first New 
York and Second Massachusetts—for the 
reason that these two regiments were the 
two volunteer regiments, and the only vol- 
unteer regiments, except the First volun- 
teer cavalry (Rough Riders), present with 
the regular forces that played any import- 
ant part in the battles in and about San- 
tiago. I have sincerely regretted that these 
two regiments were taken away from my 
brigade and from under my command; not 
that they were placed under the command 
of General Lawton, who is a soldier worthy 
of Napoleonic: days, but that they were 
brought into action before they had at- 
tained that confidence in their company 
and regimental officers that is necessary 
to success in an engagement. Understand 
me distinctly that I am not criticising the 
action of these regiments under fire. There 
is no better material in these United States 
than could be found in these two regiments, 
but they lacked the instruction and the 
training necessary to success in the ex- 
treme hour of trial. With our limited force 
in that expedition, it was necessary to call 
upon these two regiments, but they were 
called upon too soon. They were not fitted 
for the work. 

“It is only a few @ags_ since 
read a statement from a4 
of one of these regiments 
fared badly until they were camped with 
the regulars. Now, as to the regulars, I 
will say that my education has been one 
of strict routine and red tape, as so many 
are pleased to eall it, but I will Say to 
you that red tape is as necessary to _ 
army as red blood to the body. Officers 
in the regular army (I refer to company 
officers particularly) are required, and so 
far as my observation extends, perform 
the duty of inspecting the kitchens and 
cooking of their company as regularly as 
the meal is cooked. A bill of fare, or a 
menu card, is prepared daily. That is 
placed on file in the company kitchen, and 
at every inspection made by a field officer, 
or the officer in command of the post, camp 
or detachment, these menus are inspected, 
the cooks and members of the company 
are questioned in regard to them, and 
each man of that company knows that 
he ean complain, if he has any complaints 
to make, to the officer who inspects the 
cooking, or. to the inspector, who is there 
for the purpose of hearing complaints. 

“From the days of Hannibal armies have 
been maintained under instruction for the 
very purpose of, being ready in time of 
war, which we all know comes like a 
thunderclap in the clear sky, and yet, 
down at the dawn of the twentieth century, 
we find our own country leading 
advance in civilization of the world, unpre- 
pared for a war with the weakest of civi- 
lized nations. In the war, by which I mean 
that of 1861 to 1865, volunteers met on 
both sides. It was not a volunteer army 
going up against a regular army. How 
many of you here do not remember the 
cry .of ‘Why don't the army move?’ his 
was in 1862. McClellan knew why the army 
shouldn’t move. All our experienced gen- 
erals knew why the army shouldn't move. 
You, gentlemen, at this Qay know why 
the army did not move, and why it should 
not have moved. The army was unpre- 
pared. They were uneducated. Our army 
of volunteers now, gentlemen, is being ed- 
ucated. I have the honor of commanding 
the Second corps. I feel proud of the 
honor. I feel so proud of it that I lay 
awake at nights with my little scratch 
block and pencil near my bedside, and as 
a thought comes to me how I can improve 
that corps, how I can make ft one that 
our country should be proud of, I jot it 
down, and of course think it over the 
next day. I always find it necessary to 
think over thoughts that occur during the 
night. Perhaps others do likewise. This 
corps is composed of men from Michigan, 
men from Ohio, men from Connecticut, 
men from New Jersey, men (from 
Pennsylvania, men from Minne- 
sota, men from New York, men 
from Massachusetts, men from 
Maryland, men from Tennessee and men 
from Georgia. The different divisions, bri- 
gades and regiments are commanded by 
men who fought as federals and who 
fought as confederates. You had today a 
sample of this corps under command of 
Brigadier Genera] Oats. These men were 
from Pennsylvania and New Jersey. Gen- 
eral Oats is from Alabama. He Jost his arm 
as a general officer in the confederate ser- 
vice. He lost the arm in a lost cause. You 
have heard other speakers (don’t consider 
me as a speaker); think of me only as a 
soldier. You have heard it said that this 
war has resulted in the unity of the north 
and the south. Gentlemen, you are mis- 
taken. This war has only shown you the 
evidence that the north and the south have 
been reunited. We have been reunited long 
since, but this war with Spain is the golden 
opportunity wherein you have had the op- 
portunity to show that we were united. 
There are many things, my friends, that I 
would like to talk to you about, but I am 
confined to this toast, and I am limited as 
to time, but I wish to say, and I say it 
feelingly, that the reception you have given 
to our honored presideut and his cabinet 
fills me with pride, for I am sure you will 
agree with me that no man has ever occu- 
pied that exalted position which he now oc- 
cuples and has filled it with more honor to 
himself and credit to-.the nation. 

“I wish to add that whatever may be 
found by this military commission appoint- 
ed to examine into the conduct of the war, 
the conduct of the camps; the care of our 
sOldiers in camp, chargeable to ‘the inex- 
perience of officers, that it should be tem- 
pered with the remembrance that these 
patriotic men. enlisted for the purpose of 
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defending our country, our constitution and 
‘our flag, and of striking the fetters from 


the limbs of an enslaved people that have 
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been trodden under foot for two centuries. 
That they.left their homes and their busi- 
ness and their family, many of them with- 
out proper support, on the call that their 
country needed their services; and what 
can you ask of a man more than when he 
leaves wife and children and home ani 
prospects of future aggrandizement to fight 
for his country? Bearing in mind the re- 
marks of our dear president, the time has 
come when we, the country, should look 
after the graves of ali soldiers, north or 
soutH, who fel] in defense of what they 
believed to be their rights and their coun- 
try, who can doubt that our country, let it 
span where it will in territory, can ever 
want for defenders from north, east, west 
or south.’”’

He is a picturesque looking gentle- 
man and as Silvery as his 
hair. He spoke as follows: 

“You are familiar with the story of that 
eelf-forzetting son of Erin who, while 
climbing the long ladder with his burden 
of bricks, expressed his satisfaction that 
the man at the top was obliged to do all 
the work. In his humility he failed to 
realize, as many of us are apt to do, that 
material is as necessary to the great build- 
ing as is the skillful hand of the mason, 
or the well-considered designs of 
the architect. and the engineer. 
So, when he heard of the wise starte- 
gem of generals or admirals, or feel the 
thrill which accompanies the gallant deeds 
of the soldier on ithe firing line, or the 
sailor on the trembling deck, we become go 
absorbed in these heroic builders of a na- 
tion’s fame that we forget the humbler 
forees of a material kind which must- be 
brought into co-operation to secure their 
great achievement. The minister of war 
of Louis XI, in reply to a question of that 
monarch, declared that to successfully pros- 
ecute war, three things were necessary, 
and these three were money, money, money. 
His epigram has found repetition in various 
forms in the utterances of war-making 
leaders ever since. I would not indorse 
this extreme statement, but it is my priv- 
ilege to call attention to the need of a 
supporting power from the public treasury 
in every great conflict of arms, and briefly 
to indicate how that power was secured 
for the campaign whose glorious results are 
tonigiht here celebrated. At the outset it 
was estimated that 200,000 men would-be 
required. There were two ways by which 
the men could be had, The one was by con- 
scription, the other by volunteers. The lat- 
latter methods was, of course, chosen, and 
when they were called for, a million stepped 
forward, all answering: ‘Here I am: take 
me!’ For clothing, ammunition, ships’ sup- 
plies, tents, transportation, medical stores. 
and the hundred other essentials to a prop- 
er equipment of the fleet and the army, 
it was estimated that two hundred 
millions of dollars would be need- 
ed. How to obtain this vost 
sum fas a matter or argument. There 
were those who demanded that no borrow: 
ing should be attempted. ‘Pay as you go,’ 
said they. ‘Print money enough and pay 
it out. The law makes money, and you 
can coin it of paper as well as of silver or 
of gold. Thus you can prosecute war with- 
out cost to the people.’ Beautiful dream— 
Which.might be indulged were it not for 
the certainty of the painful awakening. 
Others said: ‘Pay as you go; take it by im- 
mediate taxation from the people, since 
from the people it must ultimately come. 
Do not borrow and pay interest.’ Those 
who thus advised were of heroic mold—if 
really sincere—but they forgot the economic 
consequences of their proposals if once put 
into operation. 

“There are two forms or fundsof capital 
existing at once in every well-developed 
community. The one is engaged in prose- 
cuting- industvy. by its uSe crops are 
sown, cultivated, harvested and. moved to 
market. Througn its use factories are 
built, raw materials bought and, by the aid 
of multiplied hands employed, are trans- 
formed into a thousand kinds of finished 
products for gsovial needs. This fund of 
capital cannot be seriously diverted by se- 
vere taxation without impairing the force 
which energizes tihe industrial system. There 
is, however, another fund not thus engaged. 

“This fund is under the control of the 
many thousands. It lies comparatively 
dormant or unused. It can be diverted to 
the use of the state with little or no preju- 
dice to industrial activities. 

“There are two possible 
this fund—as there are two ways to enlist 
the soldier—either by conscription, or by 
volunteer service. As we relied upon the 
citizen to become the soldier, so we wisely 
relied upon the citizen to become the na- 
tion’s creditor. At lower terms as to in- 
terest than were ever before proposed by 
the government for an original loan, two 
hundred millions were asked. Fourteen 
hundred millions were offered. From every 
state, county, town anda village hamlet the 
offerings came. By wise provision of the 
law, the smallest offerings—like the wid- 
ow’s mite—had the precedence over the of- 
ferings of the rich and independent, 

“Thus, by the voluntary action of the peo- 
ple, was the war chest supplied. A system 
of non-oppressive taxation was inaugurated, 
which might supplement further needs, or, 
if not so required, could be applied to the 
gradual extinction of the nation’s borrow- 
ings. The joint effect of this wonderful 
response in men and in money to the na- 
tion’s cal] electrified the world with a sud- 
den comprehension of American power and 
of American unity. May this power bs 
forever maintained. May this unity never 
be broken. May both be wisely directed 
to the upbuilding of the material welfare 
of our own people. Nay, more—may the 
influence of this power and unity be so far- 
reaching in its effects that the sons of men 
everywhere shall come to look upon our 
flag as the symbol of freedom, justice and 
peace and individual happiness.” 

General Joe Wheeler.

when he arose, and when he concluded 
there was another demonstration. Gen- 


eral Wheeler said: 
Response of General Wheeler. 

General Wheeler was loudly applauded 
when he arose to respond to the toast an- 
nounced by the toastmaster. In an eloquent 
address the veteran of two wars told of 
“The South’s Part in the War.” 

‘“F'rom the earliest history of our country, 
in ali conflicts of arms, the southern people 
have done brave and honorable service. 
Twenty years before the declaration of in- 
dependenee, it was a brave Virginian who, 
leading Virginian soldiers, by courage, skill 
and determination, saved General Brad- 
dock’s army from complete annihilation. 

“When the sound of war was heard at 
Lexington and Concord, it was a brave 
band of Virginians under Captain Morgan 
that hastened to the defense of their Amer- 
lean brothers in New England. The, Vir- 
gian boy hero who fought under Braddock, 
now in the maturity of manhood, hastened 
to the army in front of Boston, and, after 
seven years of battle, finally conquered a 
peace and laid the foundation of what is 
now the most powerful government of the 
earth. Among other ‘heroes from the south- 
ern states who were distinguished in that 
war was the brave Marion, of South Caro- 
lina, and the chivalrous Light Horse Harry 
Lee, of Virginia. 

“The leading generals of the war of 4812-16 
were Winfield Scoit, of Virginia, the hero 
of ‘Lundy Lane,’ and Andrew Jackson, of 
Tennessee, the hero of New Orleans, and 
the victor of many other sanguinary bat- 
tles. Also prominent among the actors in 
that war were Major Generals Thomas 
Pinckney, Wade Hampton and George 
Izard, of South Carolina; James Wilkinson, 
of Maryland, and Thomas Flouroy, of Geor- 
gia. 

“In our war with Mexico, it was Zach 
Taylor, of Louisiana, who won Palo Alto, 
Resaca de la Palma, Monterey and Buena 
Vista, and it was Scott, of Virginia, who 
led our armies in their triumphant victories 
from Vera Cruz to the City of Mexico. 
Prominent in that struggle also was the 
gallant Quitman, of Mississippi; Twiggs, of 
Georgia, and Pillow, of Tennessee, and our 
southern troops in that war suffered pro- 
portionately much greater losses than did 
those of any other section. 

“In the war of 1861-65, the martial spirit 
of the southern people was most signally 
demonstrated. The entire country rose to 
arms, the able-bodied men of the southern 
states flocked to one or the other of the 
standards of the contending hosts, the rece 
ords showing that the people of the slave- 
holding states were almost equally divided. 
those who fought under the stars and 
stripes of the union being fully equal in 
number to those who arrayed themselves 
under the stars and bars of the confeder- 
acy. 

“When the call to arms was sounded a 
few months ago, the people of no part of 
our country responded with more fervor 
and devotion than @id those of the/south- 
ern states, and none were more anxious 
than they to encounter their country’s 
foemen. The first officer to give up his 
life upon the sea was the gallant Bagley, 
of North Carolina, and the first officer to 
fall in battle on land was the gallant 
Capron, from a family proudly claimed by 
the state of Florida—that land of sun and 
flowers. While it is true that there was no 
distinctive southern organizatian in the 
Cuban campaign, yet every state in the 
south was represented in the regular regi- 
ments and ‘in the First volunteer cavalry. 
The same is true regarding the regular 
regiments which were at Manila, while 
one of the best regiments of our army in 
the Philippines was the First volunteer in- 
fantry from the state of Tennessee.”

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen—It seems 
to me peculiarly appropriate that this ceie- 
bration should be had here in the central 
state of the south, and still more in the 
home city of a man whose genius set 
another star in the southern firmament, and 
patriotic eloquence first stilled the 
voice of sectional animosity. 

“IT congratulate the president on h’s being 
able to make this trip to Atlanta with less 
discomfort and apprehension than one he 
undertook some thirty-five years and 
I am sure he prefers the kind of hot time 
he will thave in the old town tonight to the 
kind he experienced then. 

“Georgia is distinguished in many ways, 
chiefly in the fact that next: to 
Alabama and some partisan newspapers and 
political prophets; Alabama is, of course, 
the greatest of all the states in the abun- 
dance and variety of her resources, but 
Georgia has two things wherein she is pre- 
eminent, both going out into many states, 
one appealing to the tenderest recollections 
of predatory boythood, and the other in- 
spiring the most patriotic hope of the 
future—her watermelon and her. Constitu- 
tion. Coming to my text, I can say that 
the proclamation of war found all the 
states ready; not one in the sisterhood but 
had her lamp trimmed and glowing with 
patriotic light; all differences as to the 
rightfulness or expediency of the war dis- 
appeared, and more the men of the 
north and the south were ready to cement 
the union with their commingling blood. 

“The conditions were not the same in all 
the states. Some had well organized and 
efficient troops ready for instant service. 
Georgia was peculiarly happy in that the 
call upon her never reached such propor- 
tions but that it could be filled py the colo- 
nels on the staff of the governor without 
any community ever missing, or possibly 
regretting, them. Ohio had only to take a 
little of her late disappointed candidates 
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General Wheeler had an ovation | 


for federal patronage and her quota was 
full and every one happy, especially as 
there was reasonable hope that none would 
return. 

“New York only needed to cal] on the 
newspaper warriors, who always sniffed 
the battle from afar off. Immunes, many 
of whom were acquainted with men 
who had had the yellow fever, and of whom 
not a few had actually had the croup and 
survived the elementary pangs of unripe 
fruit, rushed to the front. 

“Democrats and republicans, goldbugs 
and silver loons and even the populists 
came from their political graves and all 
forgot party, currency, section and animos- 
ities and stood for the country; even the 
women, God bless them, volunteered, and 
were then as now the mainstay and hope of 
the infantry. 

“One thing, Mr. Chairman, was a thorn 
in the flesh of the state governments—that 
was the physical examination the volun- 
teers were subjected to. Nothing but per- 
fection was admissible; a man short of an 
eye, even if it were not the shooting eye, 
or with a missing finger or too much or too 
little circumference, was not in it. The 
only way Shafter and Wheeler could have 
got into the ranks would have been to 
have had themselves mixed up and made 
over into two respectable men. Fitz Lee 
could never have ‘larded the lean earth’ 
a private and Napoleon Bonaparte 
have been turned down. 

“Fortunately no test was had as to 
brains, and consequently a large number of 
officers of high rank were able to get in. 

“Experience obtained from our late 
family disturbance had taught us that the 
men who win the battles carry the muskets, 
s0 we were extremely particular about the 
privates and quite indifferent as to the 
Officers. The consequence was that we had 
the best privates ever assembled in any 
army, and some of the fattest generals. 

‘In conclusion, Mr. Chairman, if the 
states had encountered as many difficulties 
in getting up their quotas as they have in 
getting back the money expended, we 
would not be on the eve of the Santiago 
campaign.”’ 

Philadelphia’s Eloquent Mayor. 

Toastmaster Howell Mayor 
Warwick, of Philadelphia, most graciously. 
Mayor Warwick was truly eloquent. He 
spoke earnestly of ‘““‘What the Liberty Bell 
Says About It.”” There was more oratory 
in it than in any otner speech of the night

We have every reason to be proud, 
as a people, of our glory, and in the lan- 
guage of Milton we may say: ‘Consider 
what a nation it is whereof we are, and 
whereof ye are the governors—a nation 
not slow and dull, but of quick, ingenious 
and piercing spirit; acute to Invent, subtle 
discourse, not beneath the

“Today we stand in the front rank among 
all the nations of the earth, and we are

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BRILLIANT CONCLUSION TO THE 
SOCIAL SIDE OF PEACE JUBILEE 


Never in the history of the exerutive 
mansion have as many people passed in and 
out as on yesterday afternoon when the 
public, through the social events commit- 
tee of the Peace Jubilee, were given an op- 
portunity to meet President McKinley. 
Men, women and children, long before the 
hour of the reception, crowded in the 
gSrounds of the mansion, and surged into 
the house till the doors had to be closed to 
protect the people within from absolute 
suffocation. The crowd, however, did not 
prevent the onlooker from appreciating 
the interior derorations, which, like the 
exterior of the mansion, were appropriate 
and elaborate. The national flag was the 
central feature of the general scheme of 
decoration, while American smilax encir- 
cled the different archways and trailed 
upon the cabinets and pictures and 
upon the main stairway. The coming of 
the presidential party was delayed until 
after 5 o’clock. Mrs. Candler, the wife of 
the governor,appeared in the drawing room, 
received the ladies of the receiving party, 
and until the presidential party arrived, 
She shook hands with the people of At- 
lanta, who passed in and who were for 
the first time afforded the pleasure of 
meeting the wife of the new governor. 

In her gentle, cordial way she endeavored 
to make welrome the hundreds who pa- 
tiently awaited the chief executive of the 
nation. Mrs. Candler wore an _ elegant 
tollet of black thread net embroidered in 
jet spangles, over satin, and finished with 
biack thread lace

tial party Mrs. Albert Howell, Jr., chair- 
man of the reception committee, and the 
ladies of the social events committee, were 
recelved by Mrs, Candler, and took their 
places in the receiving line to await th 
arrival of the president and party.

A population now more thas 
half of foreign birth or direct foreign par- 
entage has changed Massachusetts but 
slightly in her inherited traits. She re- 
mains a state of extremes in politics, in 
religion, in education, in benevolence, a!- 
ways honest and often not tactful. 
‘“Strenuous for peace when honorable 
peace is possible, Massachusetts has been 
ready always for the call of war. Her 
Minutemen in 1775 were first to face the 
Redeoats on Lexington Green. Her militia 
in 1861 were in Baltimore and Annapolis 
and Washington almost before trocps of 
intervening states had left their armorics. 
In April of this vear the declaration of 
war found her regiment of heavy artil- 
lery, the only militia organization of that 
arm in the country, ready toenter the coast 
fortifications. When the first call for vol- 
unteers had been issued and the needs of 
the war department had been deciared, 
she put into camp on successive duys fcur 


full regiments of infantry armed and equip- | 


ped for field service. 

“What were some of the results of such 
readiness? ‘The Second Massachusetts was 
one of the two volunteer regiments which 
fought with the reculars cn the first bloody 
day before Santiago. The Ninth Massa- 
chusetts was ore of the two additional vol- 
unteer regiments which Icnded that night 
and by a forced march from Siboney reach- 
ed the trenches at San Juan aad assisted ir 
the repulse of the returning Spaniards. 
Another Massachusetts regiment, the 
Eixth, arrived cff Siboney with General 
Miles, but after seventeen days on a trans- 
port Was janded in Porto Rico 
among the first trocps and went at 
once under fire. The Fifth and the Eighth 
Massachusetts, disappointed in earlier 
chance for foreign service, are tn camp 
awaiting orders from Cuba. The 400 men 
of the Massachusetts naval militia who 
served in the ships of the navy came from

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a corps founded in Massachusetts a dozen 
years ago and so developed since in the 

whole country that.it furnished 4,500 men to 
the navy inthe war. Besides ‘her full quota, 
Massachusetts gave 2,000 recruits to the 
navy and the marines, and to the regulars 
2,000 more, of whom 700 fought with the 
Seventh United States infantry at Santiago. 


“Massachusetts as a state appropriated 
$500,000 for war expenses and ther people 
subscribed nearly half as much in addition 
to the Volunteer Aid Association, one of 
whose works was to fit and operate the only 
state hospital ship of the war. Of the killed 
in the war, nine, and of those who died of 
disease, 289, were of Massachusetts volun- 
teers. 

“All this may seem to be boasting, but I 
intend it only as the simple story of a Mas- 
sachusetts man not born on her soil, but 
knowing her people and her institutions 
and loving her as a strong and tender moth- 
er. Even yet I cannot cease her praises 
without reminding you that it was a Mas- 
sachusetts lawyer who stood through all as 
he still stands at the head of the navy de- 
partment; that his assistant secretary is 
a Massachusetts manufacturer; that a Mas- 
sachusetts volunteer of 1861 leads the 
armies of the United States, and that it 
is a Massachusetts doctor turned Rough 
Rider first and then major general of volun- 
teers who today at Santiago is giving a les- 
son to Cuba,and to the whole world in 
strong, wise and humane government. 

“The nation makes many gains through 
unforeseen effects of the Spanish 
War. The foremost here, the up- 
permost in the mind of a  north- 
ern man on southern soil, is the growth of 
cordialty between the south and the north. 
It is no more than that, for the vital facts 
and feelings were settled forever before the 
war began. The three periods in the rela- 
tions of north and south for forty years 
have shown in turn the bitterness of hostil- 
ity, Uhe awkwardness of first reconciliation 
and the comfortable friendliness of union 
complete and perfect. ~ 

“Long before this war we entered the 
third and final period. ‘The stiff courtesy, 
the prudent eaution of the ‘federal’ and the 
‘confederate’ had melted into the freedom 
and good fellowship of ‘yank’ and ‘reb,’ 
those harmless epithets hurled so 
often across opposing picket lines 
in the bad old days. Tine effect 
of the war, therefore, upon the rela- 
tions of the south and the north was not to 
destroy oid enmities, for already they were 
dead and buried, but to cast a clear iight 
stone and the inscription whicna 
mark their grave. 

“But in another way, almost unnoticed, 
we have gained, it seems to me, a mar- 
velous guarantee of future strength and 
harmonious growth. The war has empha- 
sized the breadth of our national life and 
has made clear uhe bonds of unity which 
join all races and nationalities in a aingle 
people. It has proved that down to this 
year, 1898, whatever the future may hold, 
American ideas have mastered and molded 
ail who have come within their influence; 
that the immigrant and the son of the im- 
migrant have been one in loyalty and cour- 
age with the American by birth and de- 
scent. 

“When the Merrimacen tered the neck of 
the bottle at Santiago she carried seven 
men besides her brave and resourceful com- 
mander. They were the pick of the fleet, 
chosen for their skill, their coolness, their 
courage, their willingness to die for the flag 
they served. What promise did that chance 
group give of the future unity of races 
in the body of our republic? Six, includ- 
ing the leader, were native Americans, four 
of them from Massachusetts. Two were 
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Irish born, hailing from New York and the 
distant state of Washington, But look deep- 
er. The four from my own state repre- 
sented by immediate descent four nationali- 
ties. One was of German origin, one of 
Irish, one of British provincial and the 
fourth was of those French-Canadian peo- 
Ple who have swarmed into New England 
for a generation, distrusted and disliked at 
first, but proving their worth by virtuous 
and fruitful lives, and at last by the pres- 
ence of their names on almost every Mas- 
sachusetts muster roll, declaring their in- 
telligent and courageous loyalty to the 
country of their adoption. 

“From Plymouth to Santiago the world 
has witnessed mighty changes, but the 
spirit of freedom, which covered first the 
continent and@ then reaches now to the is- 
lands of the sea, is stronger than ever in 
its purpose, more enlightened in its opera- 
tion. It has brought us face to face with 
momentous questions, but it seems to me 
that prophecy was in the poetic mind of 
Richard Monckton Milnes when, writing 
a generation ago of the Mayflower’s mis- 
sion, he put down these lines: 


“ ‘When thou were wafted to that distant 
shore— 

Gay flowers, 
thee not, 

Stern nature thailed thee to a sterner lot— 

God gave free earth and air, and gave 
no more!

THE JUBILEE OF PEACE, UNITY AND FRATERNITY. 
Atlanta’s Peace Jubilee came to a close last night, and the distinguished 
officials and prominent citizens of the republic who were tue honored guests 
of the city are now speeding on their way homeward, satisfied, we trust, that 
their visit means something more and will have far more substantial results 
than those which usually attend a mere civic celebration. 

» President McKinley grasped the occasion completely, and his keen Amer- 
ican common sense showed him that the celebration meant something more 
than the mere conventiona! effort of « municipality to attract crowds to its 
gates. His speech at the capitol, which we have already dwelt on with gsuffi- 
cient emphasis, demonstrated the fact that his vision went beyond his imme- 


diate surroundings. 


He struck a responsive chord 


in the hearts of his 


hearers, and there was that in his voice, his attitude, his words, which made 
it certain that the late war has absolutely changed the relations which the 
people of the country recently bore to one another. These relations have not 
been modified; they have been completely changed; and the change is experi- 
enced by men of al] sections, parties and factions. 

This change consists in the fact that the people of the north and south 
no longer have any doubts or misconceptions as to the motives, desires and 


purposes of one another. 


Both sections have been mutually drawn together, 


and both have come to have mutually enlarged conceptions of the dignity, 
power, humanity and far-reaching influences of this republic, dedicated to lib- 
erty, freedom and to the elevation of all mankind. 

. This great change is not political, but it will have a wholesome bearing on 
politics. It will broaden the utterances of parties, correct the asperities of 
partisanship, and give a healthier tone to current discussion. The mass of 
voters of the great parties will no longer suspect the patriotism of their op- 
ponents, or regard them as enemies of the republic’s future. While it is true 
that Mr. McKinley seems to have a clearer view of the immensity of this 
change in the attitude of the people than almost any public man of his par- 
ty, yet it cannot be doubted that it is seen and felt by all men of all parties.

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Not Sure of His Bearings. 

An amusing incident, and one which 
also has its serious and ghastly side, oc- 
curred recently at the soldiers’ home in 
Dodge City, Kan. 

It appears that John Clarke, an in- 
mateof the home, died, apparently; was 
placed in a coffin preparatory to burial 
and the casket deposited in a convenient 
room of the home. ‘The officials of the 
home and his erstwhile companions 
went about their regular business and 
the arrangements for the funeral were 
progressing fineiy when the superintend- 
ent heard a most unearthly noise in the 
direction of the room in which rested 
the coffin. Rushing into the room, the 
startling spectacle was presented of 
Clarke, in his cerements of interment, 
haif raised in the coflin, the top of which 
he had kicked off, blinking and gasping 
for breath. 

When the astounded employees could 
collect their wits. stimulants were ap- 
plied to the half-dead man and he was 
soon revived sufficiently to relate his ex- 
periences. larke says that after being 
placed in the coffin he seemed to go into 
a trance, but was unable to determine 
his whereabouts. He feit hungry, but 
felt sure that for this very reason he 
couldn’t be in heaven. The fact that 
his feet were very cold convinced him 
that he wasn’t a citizen of purgatory. 
He was cogitating on this all-important 
question when consciousness returned, 
and he resorted to the vigorous action 
above described. 

This story illustrates graphically the 
common idea on this subject.

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Where Wealth Is a Blessing. 

It is refreshing to observe a case 
wherein that old adage about wealth be- 
ing a curse is negatived by an instance 
of splendid philanthropy. Such is fur- 
nished by the death of the late Robert 
Hamilton, an opulent lumber dealer, of 
Montreal, Quebec and Ontario, Canada. 

Mr. Hamilton died with an estate ag- 
gregating $2,750,000. Out of this his 
heirs had to pay the province of Quebec 
the sum of $90,000 as an inheritance tax. 
The remainder of the fortune was dis- 
tributed among various charities, in the 
following order: 

Church Society (Anglican), Quebec, $45,000; 
Anglican church, Hawkesbury, Ontario, 


St. Matthew's church, Quebec City, 
Anglican Church Society, Montreal, 
$10,000; to the Anglican bishop of Ottawa, 
$50,000, and the mission funds of the dio- 
cese, $45,000; Bishop’s college, Lennoxville, 
Queber, $20,000. To other smaller charities a 
total of $100,000. 

These bequests are in addition to very 
extensive ones which were made during 
the lifetime of Mr. Hamilton. ‘The world 
could well afford to have dozens of mill- 
ionaires of this stripe, for in addition 
to his direct bequests Mr. Hamilton ad- 
vises his heirs to give “one-tenth of 
their worldly goods to the Lord.” It is 
not against men of this caliber whom 
socialists and anarchists aim their in- 
cendiary demands and threatening ful- 
minations. 

Mr. Hamilton might well be taken as 
a type of that portion of mankind that 
are selected by the Omnipotent as an in- 
strument for distributing the wealth 
which comes into their hands, and on 
all their plans and labors, the hand of 
Divine approval and assistance must 
necessarily rest. They are the friends 
alike of the poor and rich, the humble 
and the exalted, and bring nearer that 
consummation when men of all classes 
and degrees of wealth and importance 
Shall realize but one Master,-and cease 
their jealous discord and the enmity 
which blocks progress and the march of 
Christian enlightenment.

| HISTORIC SENSATION 
OF OUR BIG JUBILEE 


The Atlanta Jubilee would have been 
notable and memorable if it had been sig- 
nalized by nothing more than the patriotic 
spirit of the occasion; its picturesque and 
speciacular accessories; the spontaneous 
enthusiasm of the people; the presence 
of the nation’s chief magistrate, and some 
of the most famous heroes of the Spanish- 
American war, and the imposing civic and 
military displays of the celebration. 

These features alone would have been 
Suffcient te make our festival a brilliant 
Success, but it was reserved for President 
McKinley to give utterance to a sentiment 
which wll always be remembered as the 
crowning glory of the Jubilee. 

Standing in the presence of the rulers, 
lawmakers and citizens of our common- 
Wealth, surrounded by veterans who had 
worn the blue and the grayw the president 
eloquently expressed the pleasure which 
it afiorded@ him to see the disappearance 
of sectionalism; and he then concluded in 
these noble words: 

“A nation which 


eares for its disabled 
Soldiers, as we have always done, will 
never lack defenders. The national] ceme- 
teries for those who fell in battle are proof 
that the dead as well as the living have 
our love. What an army of silent sentinels 
we have, and with what loving care their 
graves are kept! Every soldier’s grave 
made during our unfortunate civil war is 
a tribute to American valor. And while 
when those graves were made we differed 
widely about the future of this govern- 
ment, these differences were long ago set- 
tled by the arbitrament of arms—and the 
time has now come in the evolution of 
sentiment and feeling, under the providence 
of God, when in the spirit of fraternity 
we should share with you in the care of 
the graves of the confederate soldiers. 

“The cordial feeling now happily existing 
between the north and south prompts this 
gracious act, and if it neede@ further justi- 
fication, it is found in the gallant loyalty 
to the union and the flag so conspicuously 
shown in the year just passed by the sons 
and grandsons of these heroic dead. 

“What a glorious future awaits us if 
unitedly, wisely and bravely we face the 
new problems now pressing upon us, de- 
termined to solve them for right and hu- 
manity!” 


Once in a generation a single brief sen- 
tence sometimes becomes historic, General 
Grant’s ‘‘Let us have peace” was such 
a sentence. It is the same way with a 
speech when it comes from the heart and 
goes to the heart. Lincoln’s Gettysburg 
address was such a speech. 

And now a republican president, who 
once led his soldiers up to the outer walls 
of our beleaguered city, has stood among 
us as our honored guest and hurled into 
history a speech which will turn our union 
of states into a union of hearts! 

It is time to bury forever the last vestige 
of sectionalism when our former foe, now 
holding the highest position in the repub- 
lic, comes here to the old “heart of the 
confederacy” and tells us that his people 
and the government should share with us 
the care of the graves of the confederate 
soidiers. His reference, too, to the gallant 
loyalty recently displayed by the sons and 
erandsons of our heroic dead was as ten- 
der and graceful as it was just. 


Expressed in other words, the president’s 
speech declares that sectionialism is dead; 
the living are reunited, and the republic 
should now extend her Joving care to the 
contederate Gead, and say to the world: 
“These, too, are the nation’s heroes, and 
their virtues and their valor have glorified 
the American arms!”’ 

If our Jubilee had resulted in nothing 
more, the bringing out of this sentiment 
would have made the occasion worth to us. 
and to the country at large, a thousand 
times more than the cost of the celebra- 
thon. 

Atlanta enfovs the good fortune of ush- 
er.ng in an era of national good feeling,

onism ‘between the descendants of those 
who fought on opposing sides in our civil 
war than there is in Englan@ among the 
descendants of the men who crossed swords 
in the “Wars of the Reses.” 

There is only one way to meet such gen- 
uine Americans as President McKinley, 
and that is a -nearty reciprocity of senti- 
ment. 

The splendid ovations to the president, 
here in Georgia’s capital city, show in an 
unmistakable way the loyal devotion of 
our people. 

But if there had been any prejudice 
against him, that speech would have re- 
moved it. The man who utters such mag- 
nanimous words can never be classed with 
the rank and file of his party. He is a pa- 
triotic American who, by an unfortunate 
accident, was born in the wrong section, 
and strayed into the wrong camp. 

Of course, this speech will not work a 
revolution in politics. It smashes section- 
alicm, but republicans will be republicans, 
and demnccrats will be democrats. 

The eld parties must continue their se- 
ries of political conflicts until one 
or the other shall succeed in permanently 
settling certain important questions, and 
during the progress of these conflicts it is 
quite likely that the opposing hosts will 
display their oldtime animosity.

GEN. BROOKE TALKS 
ABOUT THE CAMP 


Before the War Investigating Commis- 
sion’s Sessien. 


SUPPLIES WERE HARD TO GET 


Declares Policy of War Department 
Has Been Parsimonious. 


EQUIPMENTS WERE NOT ABUNDANT

Washington, December 15.—Major General 
John R. Brooke testified before the war 
investigation commission today that most 
o* the volunteers at Camp Thomas came 
supposedly with ten days’ rations, but this 
was the so-called field ration, and at first 
they were hungry. This; was remedied by 
the commissary departmént quite prompt- 
The voluntetrs were §upplied with all 
sorts of tentage, most of, it antiquated, 
their uniforms were old an@ their equip- 
ment in general was what had been accu- 
mulated “through the parsimonious policy 
of the war department through the pre ed- 
ing twenty-five years.” Some weré un- 
armed and some in their citizens’ clothes 
with only one blanket. 

The whole energies of the 
officer were bent on equipping this hetero- 
geneous mass of men, but the work was 
necessarily slow. Early in June the com- 
manding general was ordered to send eight 
of the best equipped regiments to Tampa, 
and to do this it was necessary to strip 
some of the regiments to help out others. 

Even with this expedient some of the 
reciments left for Tampa poorly equipped. 
General Brooke noticed the One Hundred 
ana Fifty-seventh Indiana regiment, which 
left camp with its belts tied together with 
strings. The war department at this time 
had exhausted al] the canvas and tentage 
in the country. Canteens, knives, forks, 
cups and the like were also short, and 
this condition, General Brooke said, con- 
tinued practically up to the end of his ad- 
ministration at Camp Thomas. 

General Brooke said that he had nothing 
to do with the selection of the camp 
ground, but being assigned there, he made 
it his business to look after the water 
supply an@ to see that the necessary sanil- 
tarv regulations were promulgated and en- 
forced. He made personal inspections as 
frequently his time would permit and 
made strenuous efforts to regulate the en- 
trance of hucksters to the camp, and 
as a result of this he said that the sick 
report fell off from 30 to 50 per cent. 

‘“‘[ deem it proper to say,’’ continued Gen- 
eral Brooke, ‘“‘in controversion of certain 
reports that I have heard, that I did in- 
spect the camp sinks and kitchens contin- 
ually.”

General Brooke said that there was in 
the beginning a great many complaints of 
scarcity of medicines, but that the army 
had abundant food supplies. The army of 
the Potomae in 1861, he said, was not nearly 
so well furnished. While there was some 
shortage in shoes and some varieties of 
clothing at times, it was only what might 
have been expected when three armies 
were being rushed to equipment at three 
points—Chattanooga, Tampa and San Fran- 
cisco. He emphatically denied a statement 
by one of his staff officers that the head- 
quarters camp was in a Qg@istinctly filthy 
condition. 

Speaking of the hospitals, General Brooke 
said: 

“In justice to myself I should gay that 
the location of the First division hospital 
was not my own selection. pI left this to 
Colonel Hartsuff, my chief surgeon, and it 
was the one location I condemned. I yvis- 
ited this hospital and it was working badly, 
due probably to the surgeon directly in 
charge.”’ 

General Brooke testified that he gave 
his personal attention to the sinks, the 
care of the camps, the striking of tents, 
policing the sinks, ete., and by this means 
got things under control. 

Governor Beaver read a report 
James Parker, sanitary inspector of the 
Twelfth New York volunteers, detailing 
an unprintably disgusting state of sanitary 
affairs at Camp Thomas during General 
Brooke’s incumbency and General Brooke 
Was asked what he had to say regard- 
ing it. 

“I will say,” replied he, “that it is not 
only untrue, but if you will give me a 
copy of that report I will see that that 
young man before a court martial 
for those statements unless he is pro- 
tected in his testimony by this commis- 
sion.,”’ 

General Brooke said he thoucht he tad 
an efficient staff at Chwekamauga. Dr. 
Hieidekcoper, who had been subject to se- 
vere adverse criticisms before the com- 
mission and elsewhere, he considered 
of the best examples of the volunteer med- 
ical officers.

PLEA FOR THE VOLUNTEERS. 


BRYAN SAYS THE MEN SHOULD 
BE MUSTERED OUT. 
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He Declares a Hardship Is Being 
Worked on Good Cit- = 
izens, 


Washington, December 15.—Being ap- 
proached regarding his attitude concerning 
the volunteer soldiers, Colonel W. J. Bry an 
today expressed himself. as follows: 

“The volunteer should be mustered out 
at the earliest possible moment. They en- 
listed for war when soldiers were needed 
for active service, and most of them 
did so at great pecuniary and personal 
sacrifice. To hold them in the service for 
garrison duty would be a gross injustice. 
‘ihe administration has expressed its in- 
tention of releasing the volunteers as soon 
as regulars can be secured to take their 
place, but the bill providing for a perma- 
nent increase in the regular army 35S like- 
iy to arouse discussion and delay the day 
of discharge. Many believe that the army 
as it stood before the war was declared 
was large enough for all domestic pur- 
poses. I share in this belief. If the volun- 
teers are to be held as hostages to force 
a permanent increase in the regular army 
a prolonged contest Its unavoidable, 

“Tl think it would be sonore " fs 
temporary army of occupation to : 
Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines, This 
would postpone the discussion as to the 
regular army until] a more convenient sea- 
son. There is no imperative necessity in 
regard to volunteers. If the army of oc- 
cupation is recruited and the volunteers 
mustered out, congress can deliberate upon 
the various plans proposed and make suit- 
able provisions for such a regular army 
as may be decided to be necessary. Con- 
gress could fix a maximum and empower 
the president. to recruit within that limit 
so many as may be necessary for an army 
of occupation. The enlistment could be 
made for two or three years unless sooner 
discharged. Before the term of service 
expires the country will have a_ settled 
policy and can then decide whether such 
an army is longer required. The bill could 
provide for the reduction of the force at 
any time and for the enlistment of the 
natives at the discretion of the president. 
In recruiting this army of occupation 
preference should be given to the volun- 
teers now in the service, and in order to 
encourage enlistment companies and bat- 
talions formed from volunteer regiments 
now in the service could be permitted to 
select their own officers from among their 
associates now in the service. The pay for 
the private and non-commissioned officers 
in an army of occupation should be con- 
siderably increased over the present rate. 
Service in the semi-tropical regions is at- 
tended by so much danger that increased 
compensation is both just and necessary.

NO LARGE FORCE I$ WANTED 


Debate on Urgent Deficiency Bill Pre 
duces Remarks en New Territory, 


PLEAS ARE MADE FOR VOLUNTEERS 


Senator Hale Says Our Only Danger 
of War Is with the Filipinos 
and That We Must Make 
the Attack Upon 
Them. 


Washington, December 14.—The urgent 
deficiency appropriation bill making pro- 
visions for the army and navy for the next 
six months displaced the Nicaragua canal 
bill in the senate today, preventing even 
the taking of a yote on the question of 
postponement until after the holidays, as 
had been intended. 

The deficiency bill was passed after a 
spirited discussion, turning principally on 
the point of keeping the volunteer soldiers 
in the’service. 

Mr. Cockrell addressed the senate in re- 
gard to the mustering out of the service 
the volunteer soldiers, calling attention to 
Uhe provision in the deficiency bill bearing 
upon this point. He said that a large ma- 
jority of the volunteers wanted to be mus- 
tered out, and that many of them were 
making sacrifices by remaining in the ser- 
vice. On the other thand, the officers who 
Were finding the service more profitable 
than the.privates had in many cases re- 
fused to forward applications for discharge. 
Now that it was manifest that the war 
was over and there was nothing left for the 
soldiers to do but to perform police duty, 
he ‘hoped that the department would be 
more lenient with the enlisted men. 

Mr. Cockrell said very few soldierg would 
be required in Cuba and Porto Rico, and 
for that matter, in the Philippines, where, 
ihe said, our footing was very insecure. 

We Have No War with Filipinos. 

“We have no war to make on the Fill- 
pinos and can make no attempt to -subju- 
gate them unless congress first makes a 
declaration of war, which it is not likely to 
do. Until that is done, there can be no 
effort to subjugate those people who are 
living in peace in their own country, and 
Unere can therefore be no excuse for the 
United States maintaining a large standing 
army at those islands.” 

then Mr. Cockrell concluded the senate 
took a recess until 3:30 p, m. in order to 
permit senators to attend the funeral of 
Mrs. Bright, wife of the sergeant-at-arms 
of the senate. 

After the recess Mr. Hale, replying to Mr. 
Cockrell, said he had no doubt that rank 
and file of the army abroad had a great 
desire to return home, and he expressed 
the opinion that they should be allowed to 
do so. He argued that there was no men- 
ace of war unless it was with the Filipinos, 
and the only danger there was in our 
attacking them. It was true that the duty 
developed upon the movement of the Unit- 
ed States for the maintaining of peace and 
quiet in Cuba for the present, until the 
Cubans could establish a government of 
their own. He thoped this would not be 
long. In response to questions from Mr. 
Allen, Mr. Hale expressed the opinion that 
affairs) would soon take such shape that the 


services of the volunteers could be- dis- | 


pensed with. He thought that within the 
next six months 50,000 or 60,000 soldiers 
could be mustered out. But this was a 
matter which should be left largely to the 
administration. He understood it was the 
intention to keep about 20,000 in the Phil- 
ippines, 

Warned Against Military Element. 

Mr. Gorman said he had advocated 
amendment to the bill which would provide 
in explicit terms for the reduction of the 
army to from 25,000 to 50,000 men by July 
Ist next, but owing to the representations 
of the army authorities, he would reserve 
his amendment until the army bill should 
come before the senate. In this connection 
he paid a high tribute to Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbin and then proceeded to warn 
the country against the encroachments of 
the military element. Naturally, the army 
officer wanted to preserve his own impor- 
tance and maintain his employment, but 
this was no reason why the private citizén 
should not zealously guard ‘his own rights. 
Mr. Gorman conceded that some increase 
of the army would be necessary, but he 
did not want to encourage the idea that 
we should keep a sufficient numberof men 
under arms to hold in subjugation outlying 
countries with whose people we have no 
common ties.

QOHIOAN EXFIRES AFTER AN ILL 
NESS CF LESS THAN A WEEK. 
A Severe Colac Contzacted Last Fri- 
day Results in Pneu- 
monia. 


New York, December 15.—Former United 
States Senator Calvin 8. Brice died at 3:15 
O'clock today at his residence in this city 
of pneumonia. He contracted a severe 
cold one week ago today. 

On Friday lagt he took to his hed, ang 
on Menday morning his physician said 
that pneumonia had developed. Every- 
thing known to medical science was done 
to save him, but the grew steadily worse. 
Mr. Brice was delirious for twenty-four 
hours before his death, 

Mr. Brice was a native of Ohio, and was 
born in 1845. He was the son of a Presby- 
terian minister. Three years before the 
civil war he entered the Miami university, 
but in 1861 he enlisted in a university com- 
pany for che war, He served in West 
Virginia in the Eighty-sixth Ohio infan- 
try. 

In 1863 he graduated from the university, 
and after teaching school a few months 
became captain of a company in the One 
Hundred and Eighth Ohio and served to 
the end of the war. He then went to Ann 
Arbor, Mich., law school, and afterwards 
was admitted to the bar in Cincinnati. He 
took an active interests in politics and in 
the campaign of 1875 was an electoral can- 
didate on the Tilden ticket, and again on 
the Cleveland ticket in 1€84. In 1888 he was 
a delegate at large to the democratic na 


tional convention at St. Louis, where th¢> 


Ohio delegatiof® named him as a member 
of the national committee. He was chair- 
man of the exeeutive committee during 
the 1888 campaign, and on the death of 
William H. Barnum was elected chair- 
man of the democratic national commit- 
tee. In the winter of 18909 Mr. Brice was 
elected United States senator to succeed 
Henry Bb. Payne, and took his seat March 
4, 1891. In the senate Mr. Brice 
a prominent figure. 
member of the demovrratic steering com- 
mittee and became also a member of the 
committee on appropriations. Mr. Brite 
seldom spoke in the senate, but was a close 
Observer of everything that was going 
and was always deep in the councils of the 
party. He was admired for his business 
and political skill and for his abounding 
good humor waich never left him on any 
occasion. 

He was largely interested in railway en- 
terprises, was rated a millionaire and of 
late had been one of the chief members of 
a syndicate with large railroad and other 
He leaves a wife 
and several children. 

Until the democratic party adopted free 
silver as a cardinal principle, Mr. Brice 
was the leader in his party in Ohio, but 
after that the did not take an active part 
in politics.

Samuel B. Donne!ly, of New York, pres- 
ident of the American Typographical Un- 
ion, was the first speaker, and practically 
the only delegate who in any way defended 
the cause of expansion, 

“Expansionists have always won,”’ said 
he, in the course of his remarks, ‘‘because 
it is in the interest of a higher civilization. 
Don’t believe that the sixty-five million 
people who do not belong to trades unions 
in this country are going to bow down to 
a system of imperialism or pay homage 
to a crown. I know I am in the minority 
here, but if we adopt this policy against 
expansion I want to go farther and de- 
clare against this peace alliance with Great 
Britain.”’ 

Mr. Donnelly was frequently interrupted 
by applause, but the delegates were not 
in sympathy with this argument. 

Bostoxian Opposes the Plan. 

Delegate Lioyd, of Boston, followed in a 
strong speech against expansion. He said 
that he never had been in favor of an al- 
Hance with Great Britain or any govern- 
ment and he was not in favor of it now. 
Such an alliance of governments would be 
a sad blow to organized labor of the Unit- 
ed States. An alliance of the workers of 
the world was what was wanted: not an 
alliance of the governments of the world. 
Continuing, Mr. Lioyd declared that he 
would have the Federation of Labor serve 
notice upon every politician in the coun- 
try that any man voting for expansion 
would place himself in deadly enmity to 
organized labor, and that organized labor 
would work for his defeat at the polls.

IN MACON TODAY 


Newspaper Men Will Not Be Allowed To 
Witness Execution. 


ABNER SAYS HE IS READY 


That He Will Go to the Scaffold Like 
a Man. : 


MACON PREPARING FOR THE PRESIBENT

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., December 15.—All ‘Macon is 
anxidusly awaiting the coming of the pres- 
ident. He will stay only a short time in 
the city, but he will be accorded a warm 
welcome by the citizens and soldiers. He 
will arrive here at 8 o’clock Monday morn- 
ing and will leave at 12 o'clock. He will 
review the troops on his arrival, and as 
goon as that is over he will be driven 
to the house of Judge W. H. Feiton, where 
a public reception will be held and’ the 
president will be given an opportunity to 
meet all of the people. 

The reception committee will endeavor 
to get the president to remain here longer 
than he intends, and it-is expected that 
they will be successful. After the public 
reception is over he will be diven over 
the city and shown the different sights 
which are of interest. 

Taylor Hangs Tomorrow. 

Abner Taylor, the wife murderer, who 
killed his wife in the Warrior district last 
summer, will be hanged tomorrow between 
the hours of 10 and 12. The death trap has 
been put in readiness and everything has 
been arranged. The hanging will take 
place without any newspaper men present. 
Judge Felton has refused to allow any- 
body but the officials and ministers to be 
present. He says that he would like to 
have the newspaper men present, but that 
the law is against it. 

Taylor was in very good spirits this after- 
noon when visited by a representative of 
The Constitution. He seemed glad to see 
anybody that came to see him. When ask- 
ed if he wanted to say anything for pub- 
lication, he gave out the following: 

“IT feel lots better than I thought I would. 
I feel like I will be better off after it is 
all over with.’”’ 

When asked if he was ready to die, he 
said: 

“Of course, nobody wants to die, but I 
feel like 1 will be saved and that 1 will 
be better off.’’ 

In speaking of the crime that he com- 
mitted, he said that his wife’s people were 
the cause of it all, and that had it not 
been for them that he would be out of 
all of his trouble. He says that he is 
not crazy and that he has as good sense 
as anybody. 

Several ministers have been with him 
all during the day and he says that he 
has made his peace with God. He will be 
the second man to be hanged on the scaf- 
fold in the jail, the other being Henry 
Miller. 

Taylor says that he will walk on the 
gallows without faltering and that he will 
meet death without fear. 

Since being in jail, Taylor has twice 
attempted to commit suicide. In Septem- 
ber he swallowed pulverized elass, but was 
brought around all right by the doctors. 
Again he attempted to kill himself with 
a knife, but was kept from doing so by 
the officers. 

The hanging tomorrow will be the first 
to cecur since 1894.

DRANK MORPHINE AND DIED. 


SUICIDE OF CAPTAIN BOB HAR- 
GROVE, OF ROME. 


Went to Hotel in Kingston, Engagei 
Room and Deliberately Took 
His Life. 


Kingston, Ga., December 15.—(Special.)— 
Captain Rob Hargrove, a highly respected 
citizen of Rome, committed suicide last 
night at the Victor house. He came up 
from Rome on the 5 oclock train and 
engaged supper and a room at the hotel, 
and requested that his room be as far 
away from the occupied portior. of the 
house as possible. He ate only a bite of 
supper, and going to the office, sat awhile 
with Captain A. Y. Sheats, the proprie- 
tor of the hotel. 

His manner and actions were peculiar 
and indicated great aberration of mind. 
He spoke of his business affairs to Captain 
Sheats and said he was a financial ruin, 
and that he was a wreck in body and mind. 
Shortly afterwards he was shown to his 
room, Where he remained until 9 o'clock. 
He then came down stairs and asked for 
a Bible.. It was given him and he re- 
turned to his room. 

This morning the porter was sent to 
call him to breakfast. Returning, he re- 
ported that the gentleman was very sick; 
that he was groaning as if in great pain. 
The family and boarders ran to his aid, 
but it was too late. The morphine bottle 
on the table and the drained goblet on 
the dresser told all too plainly the oft- 
told tale of suicide. 

Prompt and efficient aid was summoned, 
but nothing could avail. He died at 8:25 
o’clock. He leaves a wife and a son, who 
were notified at once. The body was taken 
to Rome this evening, accompanied by 
kind friends and relatives. The Bible he 
ealled for was lying open at the fourth 
and fifth chapters of II Corinthians, with 
his spectables lying on the open page.

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NEGRO ATTACKS AN OFFICER. 


INFLICTS INJURIES WHICH MAY 
PROVE FATAL. 


The Negro Robs the Officer’s Pockets 
and Escapes—Is Afterwards Ar- 
restec—Rumors of Lynching.

West Point, Ga., December 15.—(Special.) 
There is great excitement in and around 
this city tonight on account of a murderous 
assault made upon Mr. Cicero L. Wright, 
& prosperous farmer and also a bailiff, by 
Jim Anderson, a negro, whom he, in his 
official capacity, was trying to arrest for 
a minor offense. The assault occurred 
near Langdale, Ala., about six miles from 
West Point. Mr, Wright had arrested An- 
derson and was taking him through the 
woods to the residence of Mr. Taylor White 
in order to have the negro identified. While 
going through the woods the prisoner 
struck the bailiff on the heag@ with a large 
rock, knocking him unconscious. The ne- 
gro then rifled the officer’s pockets and 
escaped, but a short time afterwards was 
arrested at Carter’s station, placed in a 
buggy and taken across the country to 
Lafayette, Ala., the county ¢eeat. 

About 5:30 o’clock an angry mob started 
in pursuit of the negro with the intent to 
lynch him, but on being informed that the 
negro had been taken to Lafayette, the 
mob dispersed. 

There is a rumor in West Point tonight 
that the negro never reached Lafayette, 
but was lynched. But this rumor lacks 
confirmation, and it is believed Anderson 
is safely confined in Lafayette jail. 

The injuries to Mr. Wright, it is thought, 
will prove fatal. He is about sixty years 
of age and thas a large family. 


THE DAY IN THE LOWER HOUSE. 


Fresident McKinley’s Address Com- 
mended in High Terms. 

There was little business transacted in 

the house yesterday on account of the ea- 


gerness of the members to participate in 
the observance of the Peace Jubilee. One

himself to the country at large. 

Resclived further, That we desire espe- 
cially to commend and applaud the egen- 
erous and soldierly suggestion a.ade by 
his excellency that ‘every soldier's 
grave made during our unfortunate 
civil war is a tribute to American valor, - 
And while when those graves were made 
we differed widely about the future of 
this government, those differences were 
long ago settled by the arbitrament of 
arms—and the time has now come in 
vhe evolution of sentiment and feeling 
under the providence of God, when in 
the spirit of fraternity we should share 
With you in the care of the graves of 
the confederate soldiers. 

“The cordial feeling now happily ex- 
isting between the north and gouth 
prompts this gracious act, and if it 
needed further justification, it is found 
in the gallant loyalty to the union and 
the flag so conspicuously shown in the 
year just passed by the sons and grand- 
sons of these heroic dead.’’ 

These be words that might fitly be 
written with letters of gold in pictures 
of silver. They do credit to the heart 
and head the distinguished citizen 
who uttered them—a man who has prov- 
ed himself to be the chief executive of 
the entire union, capable on great occa- 
sions of rising high above party and 
sectional lines. 

Resolved further, That tthe secretary 
of the senate and the clerk of the house 
of representatives be instructed, imme- 
diately after the adoption of these reso- 
lutions, to have a copy of the same en- 
rolled and duly attested, and that they 
deliver the same to his excellency, the 
president, in person before he leaves the 
capital of the state. 

Remarks of Mr. Calvin. 

In support of the resolution, Mr, Calvin 
said he was a democrat by birth and edu- 
cation, but there were times when party 
lines shculd be lost sight of. ‘The happy

His experience as a soldier enna- 
bled him: keenly and heartily to appre- 
ciate the generous sentiments expressed 
by Presicent McKinley—himeelf a union 
veteran. It was indeed noble of the pres- 
tdent to sugvest that the time had come 
when the nation should claim the privilege 
of sharing with us in caring for the graves 
of the he;xXc dead of the south. When ke 
recalled the fact that in the far north 
there ure quite thirty thousand graves of 
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gallant confederate soldiers who had laid 
their l'ves upon the altars of their beloved 
southland, to a great extent unmarked and 
uncared for, and heard the splendid ut-

sent the following memoria! to the general 
assembly: 

“To the Generai Assembly of the State of 
Georgia—As ex-confederate soldiers, feeling 
the burdens of taxation and earnestly seek- 
ing relief to some extent from those in 
authority, we beg the legislature now in 
session to corisider the fact that the bulk 
of Georgia’s taxes are today paid by men 
who gave four years’ service to the con- 
felerate army. While we are desirous of 
seeing all needy and he!pless confederate 
soiliers and their widows provided for, and 
are willing to be taxed for that purpose, 
yet in the language of our governor we fee! 
that the authorities should ‘shuw the same 
consideration for those who pay the tax 
as for those who derive the benefit of it.’ 

‘“‘Many of us came out of the war without 
a dollar, without even a home to shelter us. 
Some have accumulated property by ener- 
getic exertion, others have not, and in these 
times. when the revenues from farms and 
all other property is greatly reduced, and 
in many instances destroyed, we have to ex- 
ercise great economy in our persona] af- 
fairs to enable us to support those de- 
pendent upon us. As ex-confederates, feel-

Perhaps the most po- 
cent influence of sentiment was the govern- 
wasenr’s foreign trade statement showing 
exports for Novemter of nearly $150,000, 000, 
which was nearly $78,000,000 in excess ot 
imports, and the excess of imports for the 
five months of the fiscal year were above 
the enormous sum of $243,000,.000. Then, 
too, the strength of the grain markets to- 
day seemed to indicate a continuance in 
the demand for our products. AlJternating 
firmness and weakness rendered the mar- 
ket irregular during the forenoon. Su- 
sequently the market shook off its hesi- 
tancy and became buoyant on reports that 
the Vanderbilt interest had purchased tho 
On'cago and Alton with a view to merg- 
ing it with the Michigan Central system, 
Michigan Central immediately rose 5 points 
and Chicago and Alton 3. Subsequently a 
Vanderbilt official denied that such a deal 
had been consummated. This, however, 
fatied to affect the Vanderbilt stocks, 
Which continued upward to the close at 
about the best prices. The sustained 
Strength of the securities supposed to be 
intereted in the rumored deal aroused some 
comment among traders. Lake Shore drop- 
ped 8 points on one sale.

Surplus from the last,.the supply will be 
the largest the world has ever known;

plies wil] weigh upon prices. Especially do 
they hold this to be true, if no united effort 
fs made to reduce the acreage during the 
nekt ninety days, They admit the largest 
possible consumption in a prosperous year, 
but ask what wil) be the effect of another 
surplus as they do not believemsthe yield 
this season can be reduced below the con- 
sumption. 

“Un the other hand, the great majority 
of the trade holds that the recent bad 
weather has certainly reduéed the yield to 
much smaller proportions than expected.

Chicago, December 15.—Bad 
from Argentine Was the motive for an ad- 
Vance of 144 in May wheat today. Trading 
late in the day not only in wheat, but in 
other speculative markets was the most 
active for weeks. Corn and oats advanced 
42@%, and %s@le, respectively. The price 
changes in provisions were unimportant. 

Trade in Wheat Started in rather slow, 
though a good deal of firmness was shown 
at the immediate opening. Liverpool -dis- 
played more steadiness than was expected 
after the late show of weakness in vester- 
day’s market here, while the receipts at 
Minneapolis and Duluth continued to fa!l 
off, the total today being 707 cars, com- 
pared with 918 last week and 524 a year 
ago. Chicago receipts were 172 cars, 5 of 
Contract grade. But the firmness disap- 
peared almost before trading got fairly 
Started. Private continent eables reported 
constantly increasing stocks in Russian 
ports, with continued free Offerings from 
Russia. This was a source of much weak- 
ness here yesterday and fora short time it 
had a like effeet today. May opened 444 3%Ke 
higher at 66@66lic. Depressed by the Rus- 
Sian news, the price soon dropped to 65°24 
6554. The market eontinued rather dul! for 
about an Jhour and a half, with the price 
hanging around but by 11 o'cleek 
trade had begun to broaden out very ma- 
terially and prices to advance With a ra- 
pidity that was somewhat astonishing and 
displeasing to bears. The big factor was 
the condition of the Argentine crop, which 
e2bles reported very bad.

Tribute of Dahlonega College ’ 
Chief Executive 


PRESENTATION BY W, P, PRICE 


Event Occurred in President's Private 
Anariments in the Kimball 


COL. PRICE MAKES INTERESTING TALK 


The Nort: Georgia Agricultural Col- 
liege Revives an Old Indian Cus- 
tom in a Unique Manner. 
President Delighted 
with the Gift. 


The trustees of the North Georgia agricul- 
tural college, through their president, Hon. 
W. P. Price, presented President McKinley 
with a solid gold nugget from a mine near 
Dahlonega, as a token of friendship and 
esteem, Wednesday evening. 

The presentation was made in the private 
apartments of President McKinley, at the 
Kimball house, The event was the revival 
of an ancient Indian custom. The Cherokee 
Indians when in Georgia years ago were 
the owners of the mines around Dahlonega, 
and they made it a rule to present every 
visiting chief a gold nugget as an evidence 
of the purity of their friendship. When 
the trustees of the college learned that 
President McKinley was coming here, they 
determined to revive the old Indian custom. 

Several members of the presidential party 
were present during the presentation, and 
Colonel Price delivered the following con- 
versational address: 

‘“‘Mr. President—A pleasant task has been 
given to me by the irustees of a young and 
lusty institution, of learning, which owes 
its existence solely to an act of congress, 
aoe over which your excellency has more 

‘less control, through its commandant of 
cadets. 

‘There nestles at the footnills of the 
Blue Ridge, in northern Georgia, a village 
of one thousand: people—most of whom are 
delvers in gold mines. They are never rich, 
but always to be blessed.’ The balance of 
the population are principally students, 
male and female, from aii sections of the 
state. 

“The Cherokee Indians, before leaving 
for their homes in the west, always called 
the place Dad- lo- -ne-go, which meant in the 
soft, rich dialect of that noble tribe ‘yellow 
money.’ The state of Georgia, in teachers 
alone (for I have by the authority of the 
state, commissioned in the past twenty 
years more than one thousand) has been 
more than repaid for all the money she has 
given to the college, 

“But the college has also found friends 
abroad. Some years ago a modest stranger 
visited the town. He was a strange man, 
indeed, for I was told that he came origin- 
ally from Ohio, yet he had neither sought 
nor filled an office. Possessed of ample 
means, he bought from the heirs of Senator 
John C, Calhoun the first gold mine ever 
worked in Georgia, paying a valuabie con- 
sideration therefor. The gentleman alluded 
to erected a complete mining outfit on the 
property, and ‘having previously investi- 

gated for himself the “affairs of the college, 
atterwardn executed a deed tor all of the 
mining property he held in Georgia—not be- 

cause it was not paying him, for he like- 
wise gave, in money, valuable donations to 
struggling colleges in Virginia and North 
Carolina. He exacted but one cvondition, 
and that was that his name was not to be 
published as the giver during his life. One 
day a few summers ago he wrote me to 
apply the proceeds in any way the trustees 
saw fit. The next day all that was mortal 
of our friend, Bostwick, was still in death. 
Recently the property was sold by us and 
the money is béing used in building dormi- 
tories for the use of students who are poor 
and needy. 

‘When the mine was leased by the trus- 
tees the royalty was used to pay the 
salaries of additional teachers, except some 
beautiful nuggets of gold, which were se- 
curely sealed and kept by our treasurer for 
exhibition. Now that the mine has passed 
out of our hands, these nuggets will be 
coined, and thus go to swell the volume of 
the nation’s currency. 

The Custom of the Red Men. 


“Tt was the custom of the red men, who 
were the original owners of the mine I 
have mentioned, as well as the other mines 
in that locality, to offer to each visiting 
chief, after smoking the pipe of peace, a 
smal} nugget of native gold, to show forth 
the purity of their friendship and the 
genuineness of their hospitality. Foilowing 
the ex xample of these brave Cherokee war- 
riors, ‘in whose tents we seem to be dwell- 
ing,’ the trustees of the North Georgia 
agricultural college have authorized me to 
present to you, as the chief of our great 
nation, a small nugget of gold which I hold 
in my hand, and which was dug from the 
John C. Calhoun mine on Thanksgiving 
day, 1896, and it is now just as it came from 
the womb of mother earth. We hope that 
you will receive it as a slight token of our 
friendship for you, personally, and as a 
souvenir of your ‘second coming’ to Geor- 
gia. You may likewise give a little value 
to it because the mine from whence it came 
was for half a century the property of that 
great southern statesman and financier, 
John €. Calhoun, 

“T close with a word or two about the 
good old county of Lumpkin, in which are 
located the college and the mine. When 
in repose it is a reliable democratic county, 
but when great issues are invoived it may 
he different. as when tn October, ‘9, it 
gave a majority of 100 for a young demo- 
cratic legislator, but in thirty days there- 
after. when the smoke of battle cleared 
away and tthe ballots for president were 
counted, it was seen that the n: ime of Wil- 
liam McKinley ‘led all the rest.’ 

“Tf fortune or a ‘tired fecling’ ever 
pels your excellency to seek a place of 
rest, far above malaria, fog, chills and 
fever, we invite you to come to the moun- 
tains of north Georgia, where our latch- 
string will ever hang out for you. 

The president frequently entered the con- 
versation and was very much impressed 
with the entire affair.

campaign there comes the magic healing 
Which has closed ancient wounds and 
effaced their scars. For this result 
every American patriot will forever re- 
joice. It 1s no smal! indemnity for the 
cost of the war. 


This gevernment has proved itself 
invincible in the recent war, and out 
of it has com. a nation which wiil re- 
main indivisible forevermore. No 
worthier contributions have been made 
in patriotism and in men than by the 
people of these southern states. When 
at iast the opportunity came they were 


eager to reet it, and with promptness 


responced to the call of country. In- 


trusted with the able leadership of 


nen dear to them, who had marched 
with their fathers under another flag, 
now fighting under the old flag again, 
they have gloriously helped to defend 
its. spotless fola@s and ad ed new ius- 
ter to its shining stars. That flag has 
been planted in twe hemispheres and 
there it remains the symbol of liberty 
ani law, of peace and progress. Who 
will withdraw it from the people over 
whom it floats its protecting folds? 
Will the people of the south help to 
haul it down? ( Cries of “No, No!’’) 

The victory we celebrate is not that 
of a ruler, a president, or a congress, 
but of the people. The army whose 
valor we admire and the navy whose 
achievements we applaud were not as- 
sembled by draft or conscription, but 
from voluntary enlistment. The heroes 
came from civil as weil as military life. 
Trained and untrained soldiers wrought 
our triumphs. 

The peace we have won is not a sel- 
fish truce of arms, but one whose condi- 
tions presage good to humanity. The 
domains secured under the treaty yet 
to acted upon by the senate came 
to us not as the result of a crusade of 
congnest, but as the reward of tem- 
perate, faithful and fearless response 
to the call of conscience, which could 
not be disregarded by a liberty-loving 
and Christian people, 

We have so borne ourselves in the con- 
flict and in our intercourse with the 
powers of the world as to escape com- 
plaint or complication and give univer- 
sal confidence of our high purpose and 
unselfish sacrifices for struggling peo- 
ples. 

The task is not fulfilled. Indeed, it 1s 
only just begun. The most serious work 
is still before us, and every energy of 
heart and mind must be bent and the 
impulses of pertisanship subordinated 
to its faithful execution. This is the 
time for ernest, not faint. hearts. 

“New teach new  duties.’’ 
To tris nation and to cvery nation there 
come formative periods in its life and 
history. New conditions can be met 
only by new methods. Meeting these 
conditions hopefully and facing them 
bravely and wisely is to be the mightiest 
test of American virtue and capacity. 
Witheut abandoning past limitations, 
traditions, and principles, but. by meet- 
ing present opportunities and obligea- 
tions, we shall stow ourselves wortny 

the great trusts which civilization 
has imposed upon us. 

At Bunker Hil] liberty was at stake; 
Gettysburg the union was the issue; 
Manila and Santiago armies 
not for gain or revenge, but for 
rights. They contended for the 
freedom of the oppressed, for whose 
welfare the United States has never 
failed to lend a helping hand to estabe- 
lith and uphold, and, I believe, never 
will. The glories of the war cannot be _ 
dimmed, but the result will be incom- 
piete and unworthy of us unless supple- 
mented by civil victories, harder possi- 
bly to win, in their way 10 less indis- 

pensable., 

We will have our difficulties and our 
embarrassments. They follow all vice 
tories and accompany all great respon- 
sibilities. They are inseparable from 
every great movement or reform. But 
American capacity has triumphed over 
all in the past.. Doubts have in the end 
vanished. Apparent dangers have been 
averted or avoided, and our own history 
shows that progress ‘has come so natur- 
ally and steadi'y on the hecls of new

If we had blin«ed our- 
selves to the conditions so near our 
snores ana turned a deaf ear to our 
suffering neighbors, the issue of terri- 
torial expansien in the Antilles and 
the East Indies would not have been 
raised. 

But covld we have justified such 
a course? Is there anyone who would 
now declare another to have been the 
better course? With less humanity and 
less courage on our part, the Spanish 
fing, instead of the stars and stripes, 
wuld still be floating at Cavite, at 
Ponce and at Santiago and a “chance 
in the race of life’ would be wanting 
to millions of human beings who to- 
cay call this nation noble, and who, I 
trust, wi live to call it blessed. 

Thus far we have done our supreme 
duty. Shall we now, when the victory 
won in War is written in the treaty of 
peace and the civilized world applauds 
and waits in expectation. turn timidly 
away from the duties imposed upon the 
country by its own great deeds? And 
when the mists fade away and we see 
with clearer vision, may we not go forth 
rejoicing in a strength which has been 
employed solely for humanity and al- 
ways been tempered with justice and 
merey, confident of our ability to meet 
the exigencies which await us, because 
confident that our course is one of duty 
and our cause that of- right. . 

No president ever received a greater 
ovation at the hands of the people of At- 
Janta than did the present chief executive 
at theclose of his policy-making address. 
If his words needed moral support, the 
splendid spectacie at the close was all that 
could be desired. To add to the feeling of 
the people, the band started “Dixie,” and 
President McKinley waved to the audience 
to cheer, himself leading in applause as 
the strains of the song which {s ever nu 
part of the south went forth. 

The throng caught sight of the diminu- 
tive form of General Wheeler on the plat- 
form, and cries of ‘‘Wheeler! Wheeler’ 
went up. 

The veteran of two wars, dressed in his 
full uniform of a major general, and with 
his hand on the hilt of his sword, stepped 
lightly to the front, but he was not per- 
mitted to speak for several minutes. It 
wus necessary to wave the audience to 
cease cheering, and such was the embar- 
rassment of the popuiar hero that he start- 
ed to return to his seat, but was laughingly 
detained by Secretary Gage, General 
Wheeler said:

“Tl wish all during the dav 
telegrams have been pouring to Presidgent 
McKinley from Grand Army posts in the 
north thanking him for the expressions he 
made at the capitol vesterday regarding the 
graves of confederate soldiers. This feeling 
on the part of this great man may be new 
to you who have not known him personaily, 
but with those who have the pleasure of 
his personal acquaintance, it is nothing 
new. He did more during his long service 
in congress to bring about the union of the 
sections then any other man I have ever 
known. No invective. or criticism has 
ever dealt in, and it seemed his purpose 
then as it has ever been to plant roses along 
the path of the two political parties.”’ 

General Wheeler paid a glowing trihuto 
to the president, and closed with again 
thanking the audience for the reception 
given him.

Lieutenant Hobson was calleil for on ali 
sides at the close of the short speech of 
General Wheeler. Lieutenant Hobson said: 

“T- cannot begin to express even a frac- 
tion of the emotion I feel at this moment 
in the presence of the people of my own 
country. It gratifies me more than I can 
express to see the reception that has been 
given by you to the chief executive of the 
nation, 

“If you had known the feeling I had when 
I saw those uniforms there in the rear of 
the house, as they plodded up the hiils 
around Santiago, you would know them 
deserving of all the praise that can be be- 
stowed upon them. I saw them from the 
window of my prison, and I saw the Span- 
ish rifle pits that grew in strength with 


every day. The final rush they made in 
the face of deatn for the possession of that 
city has set a new standard for courage 
iu the history of wars. 

“It rejoices me to see here Secretary 
Long, the head o? the navy, and while the 
sailors are missing, I see above me (point- 
ing to the picture of Dewey) a likeness of 
the man who has dazzled the world with 
the standard he has set for completeness of 
victory.’”’ 

Lieutenant Hobson paid a splendid tribute 
to Admiral Cervera, and praised the cour- 
tesy he had shown him and his men while 
in prison.

Yesterday. 

The refusal of the Peace Jubilee com- 
mittee to allow the negro members of the 
Stone Quarrymen’s Union participate 
in the parade of yesterday caused the with- 
drawal of all labor organizations in the 
city from the parade. A committee from 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades, con- 
sisting of Jerome Jones, chairman; H. F. 
Garrett and E. M. Hagerty, appointed to 
draft resolutions explaining why the labor 
organizations did not participate, has made 
a report, and the resolutions submitted 

have been adopted. 

These resolutions explain that as negroes 
are members of the Federation of Trades, 
the laboring men felt that they should 
stand together and refuse to parade unless 
the negroes were invited. The resolutions 
also call upon members of labor organi- 
zations to refrain from participating in 
parades in which the color line is drawn.
